Livestock Producers 


Will Listen To This 


Producers of livestock fcr home 
consumption will carefully consid- 
er the following instructions: 


The OPA regulations concern- 
ing home producers of livestock 
for home consumption are as fol- 
lows: 

Home producers may consume 
what they produce, and points 
need not be given up, if the 
slaughtering is done at the farm 
of the producer or anywhere else 
by a person who resides at that 
place, or by persons eating at a 
ecmmon table with that resident. 

Any person may lend any foods 
he produces but not more than 400 
pounds of beef or veal together, 
150 pounds of any other meat, or 
25 pounds of any other foods, on 
this program, such as butter, with- 
out the surrender of points. 

However, if he sells any, he 
must register on form 1609 at th¢ 
local board, must collect points 
from the purchaser and surrender 
them to the local board within ten 
days of the sale. 

A consumer may buy or acquire 
meat in exchange for stamps from 
his war ration book equal to the 
point value of the meat transfer- 
red, even though the stamps, are 
not yet good, from a primary dis- 
tributor or farm slaughter. 

Any consumer may bring any 
of his food covered by this order 
to another perosn to be processed, 
cut, ground, boned, or frozen, etc., 
and may get the same food back 
after it is so prepared, without any 
surrender of points by either per- 
son. 

Clerks at the local ration board 
will be glad to answer any ques- 
tions concerning the home slaugh- 
tering of livestock for consump- 
tion.

Northfield has reduced 
ity rate $2 from the year previous.

Ask Co-operation 
In Price Regulation 


By Buyer And Seller 


The QO. P. A. is endeavoring, 
through the efforts of its local Ra- 
tioning Board and especially of 
its price panel, to maintain the 
balance of purchasing power, be- 
tween the consumer and the re- 
tailer, by a strict adherence to the 
puint and price fixing, and pub- 
lished and posted for the benefit 
of the consumer. Every store will 
show a list of the articles it has 
for sale, the ceiling price and the 
number of points required from 
the ration book. There should be 
no deviation from the figures men- 
tioned in this list. Retailers will 
govern themselves strictly accord- 
ing to instructions and now the 
consumer public must see to it that 
prices charged them are no higher 
than listed. There must be no 
favoritism, no premium, no black 
market. In an effort to render a 
community service, instituted by 
the Rationing Board in each lo- 
cality, all consumers are urged to 
prevent any deviation from the es- 
tablizhed list of prices and points 
and to report any violations. After 
all the matter is squarely up to the 
purchaser but the public, especial- 
ly the women shoppers must be in- 
formed. Now there is to be a cam- 
paign of instruction, from which 
the retailer and the buyer will 
profit. The rationing system is to 
be publicly presented before or- 
ganizations and groups and the 
reasons for adherence to the ceil- 
ing prices explained. Northfield 
has survived the task with much 
satisfaction and there has been but 
little difficulty here. Our mer- 
chants have been considerate. Now 
in the interest of “community 
service’ Chairman Charles L. 
Johnson has named Mrs. Frank H. 
Montague as aid in the ‘“commun- 
ity service” effort and an appeal 
will be made to enlist the active 
co-operation of our townspeople. 
Chairman Johnson and community 
service member Mr. Hoehn will aid 
in the campaign now undertaken, 
and more will be heard in regard 
to the matter later. Display post- 
ers, cards, and literature will soon 
be distributed here.

Protect Your Home 
By Theft Insurance 
Says Arthur P. Fitt 


In a conference of local citizens 
and summer residents held recent- 
ly, there was recounted how in the 
past as well as recently, certain 
homes in the community have been 
entered and ransacked. Fortun- 
ately in no particular case was it 
proven that much material had 
been removed, although culprits 
had endeavored to do so. A few 
years ago “breaks” did take place 
among the cottages of summer 
residents, but when arrangements 
were made for its patrol during 
the winter months by the State 
police, violations have almost 
ceased. Now added to this advan- 
tage, is the naming of a “repre- 
sentative’ of the Ridge Associa- 
tion who will be enabled to act 
quickly and prosecute. With an 
idea of adding to this protection, 
and to the protection of property 
from fire, Arthur P. Fitt has come 
forward with the suggestion, that 
there is an insurance contract 
which all agents can provide, 
which in a special policy will pro- 
tect the contents of all summer 
cottages from theft and burglary 
while vacant for as little as $7.69 
per year.
